FIRST FATALITY IN 
NIGHT SERVICE 


Relief pecs Was Carry- 
ing Mail From Chicago 
to Omaha When He 
Took Fatal Plunge. 


By the Associated Press 
AURORA, III, Dec. 22.—Clarence 


Gilbert, relief air mail pilot and 
first of the night flying mailmea 
to lose his life in the service of the 
Government, was killed last night 
in a plunge to earth, it was dis- 
closed today when the body was 
found near Kanevillse, 50 miles west 
of Chicago. 

His parachute apparently failed 
him in a leap in the dark and the 
cold, as the snow swirled dow® 
about him. 

For six months the transconti- 
mental day and night air mail had 
carried its valuable freight without 
a serious accident until Gilbert van- 
ished from the night-lighted over- 


land trail. 

For 15 hours searchers scoured 
the country near Kaneville, where 
the Jights of the lost pilot’s plane 
last were observed. They cameé up- 
on the wrecked plane a mile north 
of Kaneville with the mal] intact. 

A searching plane, piloted by R. 
G. Page, picked up the mail and 
started westward bound for Oma- 
ha. A short time later searchers 
found the body of.Gilbert, a part of 
the torn parachute still attached to 
his belt, a half mile from the spot 
where the plane fell. 

Since the establishment of 
night flying in the transcontinent- 
al mail last July 1 the 
postal] pilots have carried their 
cargoes with the same fidelity 
characteristic of the United States 
mails, without a serious single acci- 
dent, according to air mail officials 


Snow Swirling About Plane. 


Over great cities, across plains 
and above mountain ranges, the 
mail had been carried day after 
cay in all kinds of weather, with a 
minimum of delay and only few 
accidents. More than 1,200,000 
miles had been traversed by the 
air mail flyers. 

When the cold wave gripped the 
West and Midwest, with tempera- 
tures far below zero, the air maif 
went forward without interruption. 

The cold had receded and the 
temperature had climbed to 13 
above zero at 7 o’clock last night 
when Gilbert set out from the Chi-. 
cago terminus of the air mall serv- 
ice at Maywood. 


The snow soon was swirling 
about the plane, but it kept the 
course until it vanished tn the 
darkness as Kaneville was reached. 

Pilot R. L. Wagner took off from 
Maywood five minutes after Gil- 
bert. Wagner arrived at Omaha 


and said that he had never sighted 


his fellow flyer. Gilbert was last 
seen flying over Kaneville. <A’ 
heavy snow was falling there at 
the time.

Can’t Abide a Loser. 


OACHES have reputations to 
lose. One of the easiest ways 
to lose one is to sign with a 
school of low football standing, 
with no scouting or recruiting 


foundation of the game (advanc- 
ing the ball by rushing) has been 
overbalanced by the pass; that 
most of the scoring is directly or 
indirectly due to the passing, not 
to rushing the ball. 

Teams weaker in 
other than passing 
from elevens stronger 
“fundamentals.” 

However, reaction will be dif- 
ficult.

Once in a while a spectator, 
under the present rules, can actu- 
ally get an idea of what is going 
on, down there in the heart of 
the bowl. Formerly, before the 
pass, all that could be gleaned 
was from the shofting of the bat-
